To be 
sure, the economic laws relating to land, as a 
part of the study of economics, is as old as; the 
study itself. But land and real estate do not 
mean the same thing; and this course must be 
quite new.

Ar.d since it is new, and since many of us 


are beyond the years of courses in school or 
college, it may not 'be amiss if I should suggest 
certain economic truths, usually neglected, 
which might be covered'in a new text hook, as 
follows: 


(1) The value of land is created .by the 


presence, growth and enterprise of society, and 
not by the owner. 


(2) Tho owner of land makes no 'economic 


return to society for net ground rent received 
'by him. 


(3) A tax on land value can not be shifted to 


the purchaser or tenant, but must be borne by 
the owner, and reduces net ground rent. 


(4) A tax on huildings and machinery must 


be shifted to'.the user, or consumer of the prod- 
ucts. 


A very enlightening chapter can be prepared 


on each of these propositions. Like all economic 
truths they have their minor exceptions or ap- 
parent exceptions. If they are not sound, as 
some distinguished schoolmen will still insist, 
it is equally important to prepare chapters 
showing their errors. 
Heretofore they have 


been unduly neglected in view of their impor- 
tance and their applications.—John Harring- 
ton.

FIXING THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 


[To The Editor]—There is considerable dis- 


cussion about curtailing the acreage of wheat 
productions a price stabiliser of that world 
product. Why not the government fix the price 
of wheat? It would be a mighty fine thing, in 
my humble opinion, to have a year's supply oi 
wheat on h?nd in case of crop failure.„•' 


The famine in Russia shows that crop fail- 


ure over large areas is not impossible. 


The Stando.rd Oil company fixes the price of 


oil, and the United States Steel corporation 
practically fixes the price on steel. 


The price on these staples is fixed, we pre- 


sume, on cost of production. It is readily seen 
that price fixing of these great corporations ia 
good as a general proposition. Price fixing pre- 
vents gambling and speculation in two of tho 
most widely used and necessary products, and 
so in the end benefits not alone these indus- 
tries but the consumers as well. 


If the Standard Oil company and the Steel 


corporation can fix the price on these produ- 
ucts, beneficial alike to the industries in ques- 
tion and the consumers, why couJdn't the gov- 
ernment fix the price on wheat to benefit alike 
the wheat farmers and the bread consumers? 


Wheat, oil and steel are world necessaries. 
The experience of the past shows that cheap 


wheat on the farm does not necessarily ^nean 
cheap bread. 


Speculators and grain gamblers gather in the 


annual wheat crop and fixes the price on wheat 
to the consumer, not on cost of production, but 
on their ability to control the market. 


If in the United States a year's supply of 


wheat could be held, it would be an insurance 
against famine, not alone in this country, but 
in the world at large. 


In the end' supply and demand wouk' prac- 


tically regulate the price, because the demand 
for bread is increasing every year with the in- 
crease in world population. 


As the. old world emerges from the chaos of 


the World war .and gets down to work, they 
will want more bread. The standard of living 
will go tip, and not down; 


Price fixing by the United States govern- 


ment of American wheat would stabilize the 
price of wheat the world, over. Such price fix- 
ing would benefit the bread consumers of the 
world, because it would tend to do away with 
speculation by the grain gamblers of the world. 


The grain gamblers of Liverpool now iargely 


fixes the price of the world's supply of wheat. 
With the aid of the international bankers 
of 


Liverpool, grain speculators fixes the. cost of 
bread the world, over. 


Perhaps the officials of the Standard 
Oil 


company and the.U. S. Steel corporation deny- 
that they fix the American price on their-prod- 
ucts, but-they do just tha same, and.so far as 
this writer believes at least, it is a good thing 
all around that they do, so long as they base 
their price-fixing on cost of production, and I 
believe that they do that, too. This price fixing 
prevents speculation and cut-throat competi-
